called  this  year’s  Gregorian  Chant  In¬ 
stitute  “a  terrific  success.” 

“Out  of  the  five  years,  this  one  was  the 
best,”  he  said.  “The  participants  came 
with  the  best  preparation  and  talent  I’ve 
ever  seen.” 

Celebrating  its  five-year  anniversary 
this  summer,  this  year’s  Institute  placed 
its  usual  emphasis  on  authentic  inter¬ 
pretation  in  the  light  of  10th  century 
manuscripts  of  the  Chant.  “[The  par¬ 
ticipants  studied]  the  traditional  square 
notes  ...  [and]  a  multitude  of  rhythmic 
values,  which  can  only  be  realized  by 
referencing  the  best  Chant  manu¬ 
scripts,”  he  explained,  adding  that  the 
earliest  and  best  manuscripts  date  back 
to  the  1 0th  century. 

Fr.  Heiman  is  always  accepting  appli¬ 
cations  from  individuals  wishing  to 
become  involved  in  the  program.  “If  the 
Lord  continues  to  give  me  good  health, 
there  will  be  a  Gregorian  Chant 
Institute  2003,  for  which  15  would-be 
participants  have  already  indicated 
plans  to  [enroll].”

To  say 
the  least,  the  80  workshops  offered  in  Associate 
Professor  of  Art  and  Education  Bonnie  Zimmer’s 
ARTCAMP  appealed  to  a  variety  of  age  groups  and 
interests. 

“This  year’s  participation  was  at  an  all-time  high,” 
noted  Zimmer,  who  spearheaded  the  week-long  sum¬ 
mer  camp.  “I  know  grandparents  who  plan  their 
grandchildren’s  summer  visits  around  ARTCAMP.” 

In  its  ninth  year,  ARTCAMP  aims  to  offer  local  resi¬ 
dents  an  opportunity  to  experience  art  in  its  various 
forms.  From  June  24-June  28th,  Zimmer  and  a  handful 
of  instructors  oversaw  workshops  dealing  with 
numerous  art  mediums,  including  tapestry,  painting, 
cartooning,  and  fashion  and  design.  Classes  ranged  in 
both  age  groups  and  time  span;  kindergartners  learned 
how  to  make  pipe-cleaners  in  a  30-minute  session,  while 
adults  spent  four  and  a  half  hours  creating  watercolor- 
based  paintings.  At  the  end  of  the  week,  campers  were 
encouraged  to  display  their  work  in  Rensselaer’s 
Carnegie  Center.

Rev.  John  Lefko,  C.PP.S.  ’32 

Rev.  John  Lefko,  C.PP.S.  ’32,  a  member  of  the 
Missionaries  of  the  Precious  Blood  community  for  64 
years,  passed  away  on  July  1,  2002. 

Rev.  Lefko  was  born  in  New  York  City  in  1912  and 
was  ordained  into  the  priesthood  in  1938.  During  his 
years  at  SJC  (1953-1967),  he  initiated  a  number  of 
projects;  he  was  the  chief  supervisor  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  six  major  College  buildings:  residence  halls 
Bennett,  Gallagher,  Halas,  Noll,  and  Schwietermann, 
and  the  Halleck  Student  Center.  He  held  a  variety  of 
positions-Director  of  Alumni,  Director  of  Develop¬ 
ment,  Director  of  Foundations,  and  Treasurer-and  was 
key  to  the  formation  of  the  College’s  Development 
and  Alumni  Affairs  Department. 

Rev.  Lefko  was  noted  for  his  cheerful,  dynamic,  and 
optimistic  disposition  and  his  promotion  of  people  and 
ideas,  his  slogan  being  simply,  “God  is  good.”

Though  Professor  Emeritus  of  Religion 
Rev.  Leonard  Kostka,  C.PP.S.  ’35  retired 
from  teaching  in  1979,  he's  still  been  just  as 
active,  becoming  an  associate  pastor  at  St. 
Augustine’s  Church  in  Rensselaer  and  presiding 
over  Masses,  baptisms,  weddings,  and  other 
church  celebrations,  in  addition  to  saying  a  hand¬ 
ful  of  weekday  morning  masses  at  SJC.  “It’s  the 
more  pleasurable  work  that  priests  have  to  do,” 
he  said.  He  also  visits  with  patients  in  the 
Jasper  County  Hospital  and  the  Rensselaer 
Care  Center. 

An  issue  that  has  become  near  to  Kostka’s  heart 
is  Drexel  Hall  and  its  late  founder.  Saint 
Katharine  Drexel.  He  was  even  able  to  attend 
her  canonization  in  Rome  in  October  2000.  “1 
was  already  interested  in  Katharine  Drexel  at  the 
time,”  he  explained.  “The  trip  was  a  nice  fol¬ 
low-up  on  that  interest.”  When  a  walnut  tree  less 
than  50  feet  from  the  Hall  was  chopped  down, 
he  had  the  wood  taken  and  made  into  religious 
artifacts,  such  as  crosses  and  candle  holders. 
“There’s  a  certain  ‘hallowedness’  to  the  ground 
and  the  life  that  grows  there,”  Kostka  said  about 
the  land  surrounding  Drexel  Hall.  “I  thought  it 
might  be  commemorated  by  these  artifacts.”
